A record growth of a castor oil 
bean stalk is reported by Mrs. Mary 
Omer, residing on a farm three 
miles west of Arendtsville. 
Mrs. Om er reported to The Times 
this morning th at one of the stalks 
in a bed of six has grown to the 
unusual height 
of ten 
feet four 
inches since spring when the cas­ 
tor oil 
bean seed 
was 
planted. 
Leaves on this* one stalk measure 
32 inches in diameter. 
Other stalks in the bed are not as 
high but range from five feet 
to 
eight feet. 
The 
stalk of 
record 
growth is still growing. Mrs. Om er 
reports, and neighbors are inter­ 
ested to see how tall it will grow 
before it dies.

Castor bean stalks usually range 
from eight to ten feet, according to 
good authority.

Fill up Hole 
U ntil work on the contemplated 
improvem ents at the sewage treat­ 
m ent plant is begun this fall, coun­ 
cil instructed Street Commissioner 
Tawney to proceed with the filling 
up a large hole near the sewage 
treatm ent plant into which the ef­ 
fluent from the plant runs and be­ 
comes stagnant. After this hole has 
been filled in. the effluent will run 
directly into Rock Creek. 
Councilman Miller, who has been 
in close touch with the operation 
of the sewage treatm ent plant, told 
hts fellow-councilmen that the plant 
is working better now than any 
tim e in recent months. 
He pointed 
out th a t Hanover lias a plant sim ­ 
ilar in every respect to Gettysburg’s 
and it is working satisfactorily.

“It would not be* fair to 
the other guides to reveal this one 
guide’s name, because a great m a­ 
jority of the replies I have received 
laud the work of the guides who 
were engage*!. The* letter from this 
officer is self-explanatory and it is 
made public because of the extenu­ 
ating circumstances attached to this 
trip over the field,” Colonel Davis 
said. 
The letter follows: 
“Of all the guides I have run 
across both in Mils country and 
abroad, M r.-------------- was quite the 
best. 
We spent about 5 hours In 
the survey, for I had studied the tac­ 
tics in military science here and was 
later to follow them out in detail on 
the field. He fulfilled my most am ­ 
bitious hopes, * while other guides 
| merely pointed out features as their 
cars kept moving, he urged us to stop 
for additional discussion). 
I was 
amazed at the extent of his studies, 
reading and inform ation—also his 
patience, and finally his academic 
attitude toward his work. He seem­ 
ed eager to grasp any ideas we had 
and explained how he spent his 
spare moments in ascertaining addi­ 
tional inform ation and anecdotes. 
Wlien we come again we shall get in 
touch with him beforehand. 
"Allow me to express commenda­ 
tions a t the completeness and ex­ 
cellent upkeep of the whole park— 
and my satisfaction a t the entire ex­ 
perience.”

Only Code Where Man Must 
Prove His Innocence. 
New York < AP>—There Is one 
big reason why federal law enforce­ 
ment officials resorted to the in­ 
lier come-tax law as a means of mak­ 
ing headway in their drive against 
gang leaders. 
Charles Francis Coe, author and 
crminologist. explains it. 
‘The income-tax law.” he says, 
"is the only statute under which a 
man must prove his innocence.” 
On all other criminal charges the 
deiendant is 
considered innocent 
until proved guilty. 
"Any attempt of the gangster to 
prove his innocence on that charge 
would reveal guilt In other chan­ 
nels,” Coe says. 


Fayetteville, Ark. 
(AP>—Arkan­ 
sas learned a lesson from the 
drought of 1930 and the hardships 
of the winter which followed. 
As a result few in the state will 
worry this winter about where they 
are going to get the next meal 
There are meals—thousands of 
them—put up In glass jars and ttn 
cans and stored in cellars, smoke­ 
houses and pantries 
For the "canning fever” has been 
rampant in Arkansas this summer. 
Everybody has tried to preserve 
food. 
A survey conducted by the state 
college of agriculture revealed that 
on August I 35.000.000 quarts of 
fruit, vegetables and meat had been 
preserved on the state’s 242.000 
farms. And the farm women empha­ 
size the fact that the season was 
Tea still young. 
Many Jars, (’ans Needed 
The demand for glass jars and 
Jar tops has been greater than ever 
this year. 
A few scattered reports to the 
agricultural college are like this: 
Little Rook firms ordered 125 car­ 
loads of jars. 
At Hope. Ark., one firm distrib­ 
uted 770,000 jar tops and four car­ 
loads of jars; at Helena 225.000 
jars were sold; and in Washington 
county two wholesale houses as late 
as August 15 ordered IO carloads 
of jars. There are 240 gross to the 
carload. 
One canning concern reported it 
had sold more canning equipment 
this year than for the last IO years. 
This year’s abundant crop has 
had much to do with the food pres­ 
ervation campaign. 
The 
average 
Arkansas 
garden 
grows from IO to 18 varieties of 
vegetable*, but 72 varieties were 
grown in some gardens this year. 
There were 343 canning centers 
in the state, where home demon­ 
stration agents showed the way. 
and where all members of the 
family helped. 
"Canning bees” were popular, and 
church 
societies 
school 
teachers 
and even business men’s organiza­ 
tions sponsored them. 
Schools have canned supplies for 
use in their dining rooms this win­ 
ter. 
A Profit, Too 
One woman who put up 2.800 
quarts sold her surplus to hotels and 
Vestaurants. Another woman made 
from a small garden after pre- 
lerving all she needed for home use. 
Much bartering is going on, not 
only between neighbors, but be­ 
tween formers of Arkansas with 
those of Texas, Kansas and Okla­ 
homa. 
In addition to the canned fruits, 
vegetables and meats, the state this 
year grew more than 4.000,000 bush­ 
els of Irish potatoes and 3,900,000 
bushels of sweet potatoes. 
There is a bumper crop of apples, 
pumpkins, dried beans and peas, 
onions and other hardy vegetables 
that keep during the winter with­ 
out canning or preserving.

Corporations Seeking Refunds 
On Tax Payments 
Urged To Act. 


M. Clyde Sheaffer, supervisor of 
the corporation bureau of the de­ 
partment of revenue, is asking all 
corporations which had tax ac­ 
counts settled prior to June I, 1929, 
which were delinquent 
to com­ 
municate with the bureau at Har­ 
risburg in an effort to have the old 
accounts properly adjusted and the 
amounts found due the state paid. 
Immediate 
action 
is 
necessary, 
Sheaffer said, because the depart­ 
ment has only one year from last 
June I within which to act. 
Prior to the establishment of the 
department of revenue on July I, 
1929. the law provided that all peti­ 
tions for 
resettlement of capital 
stock, corporate loans, gross receipts 
municipal loans, tax on shares of 
national and state banks, as well 
as trust companies and the other 
state taxes settled by the state tax­ 
ing officers had to be filed with the 
auditor general within sixty days 
from the date of the approval of the 
settlement by the state treasurer, 
Sheaffer said. 
Also, if the tax payer was dissat­ 
isfied with the settlement made, to 
protect its right it was required to 
file with the auditor general an ap­ 
peal from the settlement as made. 
If no appeal was filed, the corpora­ 
tion, bank, trust company or other 
tax payer dissatisfied with the tax 
settlement had no right of appeal 
to the court. However, 
Sheaffer 
explained, if a petition was filed 
after tjie expiration of the statu­ 
tory period of sixty days, and then 
taxing departments,'which consist­ 
ed of the auditor general’s depart­ 
ment and the treasury department, 
considered the facts presented in

Commission Reports 
The report of the joint commis­ 
sion on marriage and divorce sub­ 
mitted to the house of bishops 
Thursday 
by 
Herman 
Page, 
of 
Michigan, proposed that any person 
whose former marriage has been 
dissolved for any cause by a civil 
court may, after the expiration of 
one year from the granting of di­ 
vorce, apply to the ecclesiastical 
court for permission to marry an­ 
other person. Upon recommenda­ 
tion of the court a minister of the 
church would be allowed to solemn­ 
ize the marriage. 
Under present canons, only the 
innocent party to a divorce granted 
on grounds of adultery may be 
married 
by 
a minister of 
the 
church. 
Bishop Paul Mathews, of New 
Jersey, presented a minority report 
of the commission. His report rec­ 
ommends that any person whose 
former 
marriage has been dis­ 
solved for any cause by a civil 
oourt and who has been remarried 
by civil authority, may apply to an 
ecclesiastical court for recognition 
of such civil marriage. In case of 
a favorable decision, no impedi­ 
ment shall exist to their member­ 
ship in the church and a minister 
of the church may, in his discretion, 
bless the union, but shall decline to 
solemnize any marriage, according 
to the minority recommendation.

Tipton, la., Sept. 26 (AP)—Iowa 
national guardsmen Thursday won 
their hrst offensive against farmers 
who for six months have resisted 
the state bovine tuberculin test law. 
There was no physical opposition or 
demonstration against the testing 
Moving at dawn, troopers posted 
machine guns at strategic Cedar 
county crossroads, marked off a 
“restricted area” of six square miles, 
embracing farms of seven leaders in 
the insurrection, and clamped down 
a tight censorship which baffled re­ 
porters until it was lifted at noon.

This move, however, came only 
after Lenker was escorted back to 
Tipton under military guard and 
placed in the guardhouse. Adjutant 
General Bailey in Des Moines said 
that charges aaginst Lenker includ­ 
ed removing quarantined cattle il­ 
legally and contempt of court.

Automobile operators were re­ 
minded Thursday by Walter W 
Matthews, chief of the safety di­ 
vision of the bureau of motor 
vehicles, of the severe penalty a t­ 
tached for failure to 
stop 
and 
render assistance following an ac­ 
cident. 
“The hit-and-run operator is a 
blight on the entire automobile pub­ 
lic,” Matthews said. 
“Aside from 
what the law expects us to do in 
the event of an accident while driv­ 
ing our humane instincts should be 
sufficient to force us to stop and 
render aid. The driver who hits and 
runs away is a moral coward. 
“This type of operator will con­ 
tinue to feel the lull weight of the 
law. 
The vehicle code specifically 
states that the operator or owner, if 
the latter is present, of any vehicle 
involved in an accident must render 
to those injured all reasonable aid. 
This includes the carrying of such 
persons to a physician or surgeon 
for medical or surgical treatment, if 
it is apparent that treatment is 
necessary, or doing the same if re­ 
quested by the injured person. 
“Any person guilty of violating 
this section of the code upon con­ 
viction is subject to pay a fine of 
not more than $200 and costs of 
prosecution, or undergo imprison­ 
ment for not more than three years, 
or suffer both fine and imprison­ 
ment.”
